Athletic  Director,  Women's  Basketball 

Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been  head  coach 
of  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  24  years.  Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his 
team  win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of  509  wins  and  169  losses  to  rank 
him  in  the  top  winningest  NJCAA  coaches  in  the  nation. 

The  Lady  Wolves  accomplishments  during  Coach  Young's  stay  have  been  numerous: 
14  regular  season  1st  place  finishes,  nine  South  Division  Championships,  13  State 
Tournaments  Appearances,  State  Championships  in  1993,  1997,  and  1999,  Runner-up 
State  Champions  1983, 1984,  and  1998,  Runner-up  Region  XXIII  Championships  in 
1990, 1996, 1998, 1999,  and  2000.  Region  XXIII  Champions  in  1989, 1993,  and  1997,  and 
National  Tournament  appearances  in  1989, 1993,  and  1997.  Coach  Young's  team  finished 
4th  in  the  1989  National  Tournament  and  has  been  Nationally  Ranked  consistently  at

EWING 

The  late  Dr. 
James  Milton  Ewing 
is  being  honored  as 
women's  basketball 
coach  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community 
College.  His  career 
began  at  Co-Lin  as  assistant  to 
President  Russell  Ellzey  and  women's 
basketball  coach  in  1929.  His  teams 
won  back-to-back  state  junior  college 
championships  in  1929  and  1930.  Dr. 
Ewing  also  served  as  president  of 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  from

Sullivan  Field  is  the  home  of  the  2000  NJCAA  Region  23  Champions  and  the  Central  District  Super  Regional 
Champions.  Beautiful  Sullivan  Field  is  located  on  the  campus  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College.  The  immaculate 
kept  diamond  is  in  playing  shape  at  all  times  of  the  year.  The  facility  has  hosted  college  and  high  school  games  during  the 
school  year.  The  popular  Co-Lin  Baseball  Camps  and  American  Legion  games  are  hosted  during  the  summer  months. 

The  turf  on  the  playing  surface  is  a  Tifton  Bermuda.  During  the  playing  season  it  is  over  seeded  with  a  perennial 
ryegrass.  The  cutting  heights  vary  during  the  course  of  the  year,  but  it  is  always  cut  like  a  carpet.  A  sand  and  clay  mixture 
makeup  the  dirt  area  of  the  infield.  It  is  topdressed  with  Pro's  Choice  soil  conditioner  to  give  it  a  perfect  playing  surface. 

Dimensions  of  Sullivan  Field  are  330'  down  the  leftfield  line,  335'  down  the  right  field  line  and  385'  to  centerfield. 
The  outfield  fence  is  a  wooden  8'wall  from  foul  pole  to  foul  pole. 

Excellent  lighting  provides  exciting  night  games  at  Sullivan  Field.  All  lights  are  positioned  on  towering  90'  poles  that 
easily  light  up  the  playing  area  for  players  and  spectators. 

Each  team  has  an  enclosed  bullpen  area  on  their  respective  sides  of  the  field.  Each  spacious  pen  is  equipped  with  a 
double  mound  area  and  catchers  boxes. 

The  stadium  at  Sullivan  Field  will  let  fans  enjoy  a  baseball  game  with  comfort,  whether  in  stadium  seats  or  in  lawn 
chairs.  The  elevated  grandstand  area  behind  home  plate  will  seat  500  while  the  bleachers  down  each  line  will  seat  100. 
Plenty  grassy  areas  are  available  for  lawn  chairs  and  blankets. 

Co-Lin  teamed  with  Georgia-Pacific  and  Mr.  Asa  Hardison  to  complete  the  modern  press  box  facility  at  Sullivan 
Field.  It  is  completely  heated  and  cooled  as  well  as  designed  with  maximum  auditory  comforts.  Media,  radio  crews  and 
press  box  personnel  have  room  and  comfort  to  cover  Wolfpack  games.  The  40'  inning-by-inning  scoreboard  was  installed 
in  1999. 

Restroom  and  concession  facilities  are  located  behind  the  third  base  side  of  the  field.  These  facilities  help  the  fans 
have  a  very  enjoyable  outing  to  the  ballpark.  Continued  improvements  are  planned  at  the  stadium.  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  and  Wolfpack  Baseball  hope  you  enjoy  your  visit  to  Sullivan  Field  and  our  campus.

NATIONAL  TOURNAMENT 


The  2000  Lady  Wolves  finished  the 
last  season  of  collegiate  slow  pitch 
Softball  with  the  highest  finish  of  any 
MACJC  team  ever.  They  finished 
second  in  the  National  Tournament 
held  in  Decatur,  Alabama. 

Ail-Americans  for  2000  were  third 
baseman  Kit  Brashier,  of  Natchez 
(ACCS)  and  shortstop  Tammy  Case 
of  Loyd  Star. 

We  had  three  players  making  the 
All-Tournament  Team  in  the  National 
Tournament.  These  included  first 
baseman  Amanda  Bass  of  West 
Lincoln,  along  with  Brashier  and 
Case. 

All-Region  players  were  Case, 
Brashier,  and  outfielder  Jamie 
Errington  of  Brookhaven. 

All- State  players  were  outfielder 
Rusti  Smith  of  West  Lincoln,  pitcher 
Christi  Wallace  of  Bogue  Chitto,  and 
centerfielder  Sarah  Reynolds  of 
Florence. 

The  2000  Lady  Wolves  also 
received  national  recognition  for 
academic  excellence  with  one  of  the 
highest  grade  point  averages  in  the 
nation. 

The  2001  Lady  Wolves  face  a  new 
challenge  with  the  change  of  all 
MACJC  teams  going  to  fastpitch  this 
spring.  The  recruiting  district  has 
always  been  a  great  area  for  slowpitch 
athletes,  which  had  many  years  of 
experience.  This  year  will  definitely 
be  a  new  adventure  for  many  of  our 
players  because  the  Co-Lin  district 
currently  has  more  high  schools 


which  don't  play  fastpitch  than  those 
that  do.  Local  high  schools  are 
attempting  to  start  fastpitch 
programs  as  soon  as  possible  which  is 
very  encouraging  for  the  future  of 
our  Lady  Wolves  team.  This  year's 
team  has  a  few  players  with 
experience  such  as  the  Chapman 
twins,  Jenny  and  Janet.  They  do  an 
excellent  job  as  middle  infielders 
from  Franklin  County  Coaches  went 
to  Louisiana  to  find  two  pitchers, 
Rachel  Bergold  of  Live  Oaks  High 
School  (Baton  Rouge  area)  and  Mary 
Wingate  of  Rosepine,  LA.  The  only 
players  returning  from  last  year's 
slowpitch  team  are  Sarah  Reynolds  of 
Florence,  Stephanie  Brown  of  Magee, 
Christi  Wallace  of  Bogue  Chitto,  and 


Tamara  West  of  Lawrence  County. 
Coach  David  Smith  finished  his 
"slowpitch"  coaching  career  after 
eight  years  with  the  Lady  Wolves  with 
183  wins  and  83  losses.  They  finished 
in  first  place  in  the  South  Division 
five  of  those  years  and  in  second 
place  twice.  The  Lady  Wolves  have 
had  winning  seasons  in  the  division 
every  year  since  Smith  has  been  head 
coach.  They  have  won  two  State 
Championships  and  runner-up  twice 
and  finished  second  in  the  Nation  in 
his  final  season.  Coach  Smith  credits 
his  success  to  the  outstanding  quality 
of  the  athletes  from  the  district  and 
for  the  great  help  of  his  assistant 
coach  Johnny  Williams.

Co-Lin's  men's  tennis  team 
finished  the  year  with  a  16-3  dual 
match  regular  season  record  and  4th  in 
the  NJCAA  Region  23  Tournament  last 
April.  Tennis  coach  Mike  Mclntyre  says 
that  he  was  proud  of  the  2000  team, 
especially  in  light  of  some  of  the 
difficulties  encountered  during  the  year. 
"After  a  very  active  fall  program  (Co- 
Lin  had  an  ITA  Fall  Tournament 
Consolation  Finalist  in  Atlanta  last 
October  in  an  event  hosted  by  the  two- 
time  NJCAA  national  men's  team 
champ  Georgia  Perimeter  College),  I 
was  hospitalized  for  a  week  back  in 
February.  We  also  lost  two  of  our  top 
six  players  and  had  to  rearrange  our 
spring  schedule  to  begin  in  March, 
rather  than  February  as  usual.  We  were 
lucky  to  have  added  a  last-minute 
player  and  come  up  with  a  competitive 
team  by  our  March  start.  Winding  up 
16-3  and  beating  MS  Gulf  Coast,  the 
eventual  state  team  champ,  three  times 
(all  three  by  5-4  team  scores)  was 
memorable  indeed!  This  team  was  very 
special  to  me.. .they  were  instrumental 
in  helping  me  to  overcome  some  long- 
term  health  problems  which  intensified 
back  in  February."  The  2000  men's 
tennis  Wolfpack  raised  Mclntyre's  22- 
year  season  win-loss  record  to  314-48. 

Leading  the  pack  for  2000  was 
Austin,  TX,  sophomore  ('99  No.  2 
singles  state  champ)  Brent  "Hollywood" 


Thomas.  "Brent  has  meant  a  lot  to  our 
program  over  the  last  two  seasons... I 
wish  he  had  another  year  of 
eligibility... he  became  a  great  leader  for 
this  year's  team."  Thomas's  career 
record  at  Co-Lin  was  25-9  in  singles  at 
No.  1  &  No.  2  singles  and  29-5  in  No.  1 
doubles  (with  Big  John  Allen  as  a 
freshman  and  Richard  White  as  a 
sophomore).  "Brent  and  Richard 
fought  their  way  into  the  state/regional 
finals  at  No.  1  in  Elrisville."  Playing  No. 
2  singles  and  No.  1  doubs  was  Richard 
White,  a  freshman  from  Natchez 
Cathedral.  White  was  14-6  in  singles 
and  16-3  in  No.  1  doubles. 
"Sophomore  Clint  Rogillio  of  Silver 
Creek  had  to  play  a  notch  or  two  higher 
in  the  singles  order  than  we  had 
planned  last  fall  (due  to  the  loss  of  two 
players),  but  he  made  a  tremendous 
amount  of  progress  during  the  spring, 
especially  at  his  No.  3  singles  position." 
Rogillio's  career  record  at  Co-Linwas 
22-1 1  in  singles  and  21-1 1  in  doubles. 
Silver  Creek  freshman  Jason  Pierce  was 
14-4  at  No.  4  singles  and  12-6  in 
doubles.  At  No.  5  singles  was  late- 
comer Ryan  Wingfield,  a  freshman 
from  Natchez  Cathedral  (and  White's 
roommate). 

"Our  season  record  could  have 
been  easily  reversed,  if  we  hadn't  talked 
Ryan  into  filling  in  for  one  of  the  two 
players  we  lost  during  the  2000

career  at  No.  6  singles  with  a  28-3 
worksheet,  a  number  of  those  singles 
wins  coming  when  the  team  was 
deadlocked  at  4-4  in  dual  matches. 
"Matt  seemed  to  play  better  in  the  dual 
matches  when  the  pressure  was  really 
on  and  he  was  down  several  breaks  in 
the  third  set!"  Hall  also  had  a  career 
record  of  19-13  at  No.  3  doubles.  Gleb 
Ivanov-Makeev,  a  freshman  soccer 
player  from  Latvia,  served  as  the  'Pack's 
irrepressible  "super  reserve." 

An  "unofficial  reserve/student 
assistant"  was  freshman  Michael 
Mclntyre,  Jr.,  of  Wesson.  "It  was  really 
special  to  have  my  son  involved  in  the 
2000  campaign.  He  was  a  late-comer  to 
tennis  at  Wesson  HS,  but  a  terrific 
athlete  in  football  (MVP)  and 
baseball.. .he's  just  now  learning  the 
game  of  tennis.  He  helped  me  a  lot 
during  this  long,  strange  season." 

"After  22  seasons,  I've  learned  not 
to  rely  too  much  on  the  fall  recruitment 
picture... but,  it  looks  pretty  good  for 
2001...'nuff  said,  hopefully!" 


18-0  DUAL  MATCH  RECORD 
AND  15th  IN  THE  NATION 


Lady  Wolves  tennis  continues  to 
travel  a  road  to  success  as  they 
completed  the  2000  season  with  a 
perfect  18-0  dual  match  record.  Depth 
and  consistency  were  the  hallmarks  of 
the  2000  squad  as  16  of  the  18  victories 
were  by  a  9-0  match  score. 

"This  group  of  sophomores 
accomplished  a  great  deal  while  at  Co- 
Lin.  Amanda  Turner,  Courtney  Shivers 
and  Sara  Joy  each  won  an  individual 
and  team  State  Championships. 
Courtney  won  state  at  both  singles  and 
doubles  while  Amanda  and  Sara  were 
also  recognized  as  Distinguished 
Academic  Ail-Americans. 

"All  three  were  recruited  on  college 
teams  after  graduating  from  Co-Lin.
